WEYLER HAS HIS. 
BAPTISM OF FIRE 


| 


Insurgents Attack Him at Gopaste and Ina 
Fierce Running Fight Several of His 
Personal Escort Are Slain. 


New York, January 23.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Havana, via Key West, says: 

General Weyler has received his baptism 
of fire in the field. He may have even 
been astounded by the brilliancy of the 
flash of the insurgent steel before his very 
eyes. 

At all events many of his special escort 
of guides, a corps of Cuban negroes, who 
enjoy the distinction of guarding the per- 
son of the general when he takes the field, 
arrived here Tuesday night seriously 
wounded with machete thrusts. Several 
have since died. 

Dight members of the same corps, bil 
wounded, reached Havana on Wednesday 
morning. From their accounts it is clear 
that early on Tuesday morning the rebels, 
under Aranguren and Arango, made a 
startlingly bold and dashing attempt to 
capture the captain general, which was 
nearly crowned with success. 

Three Hundred Houses Burned. 

General Weyler entered the village of 
Quatro Camiros on Monday afternoon. 
Orders were at Once given that all the 
inhabitants should leave their homes with- 
in two hours. The village being deserted, 


the torch was"appned, and all the’ houses,~~ 


about three hundred in number, were de- 
stroyed. 3 

The captain general then proceeded to- 
ward Gopaste, sixteen kilometers further 
on the road to Guines. Gopaste was 
reached after nightfall and a corps of 
guides was sent forward to reconnoliter. 
General Weyler, with the main Spanish 
column, under Colonel Segura, halted some 
distance outside the village. The insur- 
gents, at the orders of their leaders, had 
concealed themselves in the houses in the 
town. 

Their plans were evidently well laid, and 
{t is quite probable that they might have 
succeeded in capturing the desirej prize, 
the Spanish commander himself. 

Unfortunately for the fulfillment of the 
design of the insurgent leaders, while the 
Spanish scouts were engaged in the recon- 
noissance the guns of some of the con- 
céaled rebels were accidentily discharged, 
giving the alarm to the royal troops. 

Weyler Flies the Coop. 

Before the Spanish advance guard re- 
covered from its surprise the rebels, see- 
ing ee their plan had partially failed,

gent column that it pursued the rapidly 
retreating Spaniards to a point almost 
within range of the troops in General 
Weyler’s main body, and easily within 
the compass of a field glass, !f the captain 
general had cared to inspect the dispersal 
of his own soldiers. 

_ Captain General Weyler spent Wednes- 
day night in Guines and, according to offi- 
cial reports received here, expected to 
enter Matanzas on Friday.

Washington, January 23.—The correspond- 
ence relative to the arrest and trial of the 
Competitor crew, which was laid before 
congress yesterday, is voluminous but con- 
tains little that has not been heretofore 
printed. The latest dispatch Is a cable 
from Mr. Olney to Minister Tzylor, Sep- 
tember 3d last, stating that the delay of 
the Spanish government in deciding the 
case was absolutely unreasonable and call- 
ing upon Mr. Taylor to urge prompt ac- 
tion.

THE LINE TO BE EXTENDED 


Company To Improve Its Tracks to 
Clark’s University and Will Extend 
the Line a Mile Further Into the 
Countzy—Cars Are Running 6,000 
Miles a Day Now. 


The Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company will improve its track and road- 
bed on South Pryor street, beyond Geor- 
gia avenue to Clark university. 

The company has just made a contract 
with a big rail concern of Pennsylvania 
by which the latter is to furnish 100 tons 
of first class 70-pound steel rafts, the best 
that can be made. The rails will replace 
the old worn out light-weight ones now on 
Pryor street. 

The contract is one of the biggest made 
by the company in some time and it repre- 
sents an immense outlay of money to im- 
prove the system. Vice President Wood- 
ruff, of the Consolidated, stated this morn- 
ing that his company will put down better 
rails from time to time and that the exten- 
sive system of the road is being constantly 


improved. 

With the completion of the work of lay- 
ing the new steel rails the line from the 
city to Clark university will then be one 
of the best car lines in the country. There 
is already a first class heavy rail line on 
Pryor street from the city to Georgla ave- 
nue, the tracks having only been laid in 
the last year or two, and the extension 
of the heavy rails will make it possible 
for the company to put on better and fas- 
ter and safer schedules to Clark university. 

The rails ordered by the company will 
cost about $35,000. 

It has been understood for some time that 
the Consolidated wanted to extend its 
line for a mile further out on the Jones- 
boro road, and that this deal which has 
been made is only a forerunner to the con- 
summation of the plan of extension. 

The tracks of the street car company 
will cross the East Tennessee tracks at 
Clark university and will then be able to 
furnish the residents of that section with 
a first-class car service. 

The work on this new track will be com- 
menced within the next thirty days and as 
soon as.the line is relaid fF will in all prob- 
ability be extended. 

Another interesting question fn connection 
with the street car service is the number 
of miles which the local cars run daily. 

Mr. Woodruff, vice president and general 
manager of the company, estimates that 
at the present time the cars are making 
fully 6,000 miles daily, while in the summer 
time they. will make at least 1,000 miles 
more. :

It has been announced that the city coun- 
cil would advertise for bids for new offices 
for the city officials. 

Behind the move to secure new quar- 
ters there seéms to be an interesting story. 
In the first place there does not appear to 
Be the least possible chance of the offices 
being moved from their present location. 
If it was not so august a body which is 
making the move the whole affair might be 
called an official bluff. 

The city fathers wish some change made 
in the interior arrangement of the present 
city hall and it will be necessary to get 
the chamber of commerce to agree to ex- 
pend a.few dollars for the work. 

It is well known that the chamber of 
commerce is receiving a very handsome 
rent for the part of the building occupied 
by the city and there will be some very 
great concessions made before the city will 
be permitted to vacate the premises. 

When the council committee on public 
buildings and grounds met and decided to 
recommend to the council to advertise for 
new city offices there were some suspicious 
conferences between certain city officiais 
which indicated that a move for “some 
changes was about to be made and that 
the chamber of commerce was to be the 
objective point."’ It was remarked so the 
reporters could hear that better quarters 
should be had. And then it was remarked 
so that reporters could not hear that 
“there wouldn’t be any trouble about bring- 
ing the chamber of .commerce to terms.”

NICARAGUA CANAL QUESTION. 


iinister Rodriquez Submits a Report 
te Secretary Olney. 

Washington, January 23.—The following 
is in substance the, protest of the greater 
republic of Central America on the Nica- 
raguan canal g.@#stion, proposed by Min- 
ister Rodriguez and transmitted by Secre- 
tary Olney to the senate: 

As several bills relating to the construc- 
tion of an inter-oceanic canal through 
Nicaragua have been for some time pend- 
ing before both houses of congress, his 
government recertly instructed him to 
examine them and make, under certain 
conditions, suitable representatives to the 
secretary of state. 

He says he has examined the various bills 
and finds that they are at variance in 
matters of detail with the stipulations of 
the contract of April 24, 1887, between Nica- 
ragua and the canal company. 

He then asserts that the bills before con- 
gress effect a transfer to the government 
of the United fitates, making this govern- 
ment the absolute owner. He points out 
other facts at variance with the contract. 

Senor Rodriguez calls attention to the 
fact that the contract called for the com- 
pletion of the canal within three years and 
says “that term expired a long time ago, 
but the company, notwithstanding the most 
earnest solicitation, has made no pretense 
of meeting that obligation.” 

By the plan involved in the new form 
which the bills devise for the enterprise, 
the present company is extinguished and 
nothing remains of it, in its relations with 
the enterprise, save the shadow of a per- 
sonality represented by a vote in the board 
of directors of eleven members. 

Finally it is observed that, while the bills 
contravene and set at naught stipulations 
of the contract, they do not state whether 
the remaining ones atill remain in force or 
not, although among these latter there 
are very many which are of great import- 
ance to Nicaragua in particular and to 
Ceneral America in general.

Cardinal Svampa, Archbishop of Bo- 
.logna, May Be the Next Occu- 
pant of the Vatican. 

Rome, January 23.—The indifferent health 

of the pope has caused a considerable stir 
in the Sacred college with respect to the 
choice of hig successor. The situation may 
be summed up as follows, on the authority 
of a prelate of the highest rank: 
. If a vacancy should now arise in the 
papacy there would be a great confusion of 
names. There are no strong parties in the 
Sacred college, but there are, on the con- 
trary, many personal ambitions. Probabf* 
at the last hour the cardinals would divide 
themselves into three groups—the diplo- 
matic cardinals. the bishop cardinals and 
the foreign cardinals. The second group 
would be the strongest. and if it should 
succeed in carrying out its wishes, the new 
pope would either be Cardinal Ferrari, 
archbishop of Milan. or Cardinal Svampa, 
archbishop of Bologna. 

This will probably be what will happen, 
since the diplomatic cardinals, such as 
Vannutelll, Jacobini, Cretonit. Ferrata, Ag- 
liardi and others have no authority in the 
Sacred college. As far as indications go at 
present, the archbishop of Bologna has the 
best chance of succeeding the present 
pope.

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The Detectives Unearth the Many

‘THEY ARE IN DURANCE VILE 


The Detectives Make Quick Work of

The city detectives have unearthed all 
the mysterious burglaries which have oc- 
curred during the past week in Atlanta.

He was 
teken to poiice headquarters and in a few 
minutes ne had confessed, and one hour 
‘ Jater the whole gang of seven had been 


taken in custody. 

The names of these young thieves are 
Clark Hightower, Henry Gay, Clifford Solo- 
man, John Evans, Tom Brown, Jim Shep- 
pard and Lewis Pope. They all hail from 
Darktown and their ages range from ten 
to fifteen years. 

In the past week numerous 
were committed in various portions of the 
city, and in nearly every case the loss was 
emall. The detectives suspected from the 
facts in the cases that the thieves were 
' boys, and their suspicion proved correct. 

The detective’ room this morning was 
turned into a confession chamber. First one 
boy began to lay all the stealing on an- 
other, and this was met witli a counter 
charge. It did not take long for all the facts 
to come out and the detectives were satis- 
fied they: had caught the great band of mid- 
night raiders who had been “doing’’ At- 
lanta. 

-After confessing the boys began to tell 
where the booty was secreted and by to- 
night the officers will have recovered most 
of the stolen goods. 

The Darktown negroes have been giving 
the detectives much trouble of late, and 
it has got to be so that nearty every act 
of stealing or burglary can be traced to 
the denizens of that lawless neighborhood. 

The capture of the youthful burglars is 
considered a most excellent piece of work 
on the part of the detective force.

MANY SETTLERS ARE COMING 


He Thinks That an Impetus Will Be 
Given Immigration ‘if Times Im- 
prove Under the New Administra- 


tion—Some of His Plans Have Re- 


cently Failed for Cause. 


Just at this time there is a widespread 
interest in the subject of immigration in 
Georgia. The people of the state are mak- 
ing an especial effort to encourage immi- 
gration and many sections of the state 
have been largely benefited and built up 
recently by the coming of the investors and 
prospectors from the north. 

The severe blizzards and unfortunate con- 
ditions exiating in the far northwest have 
caused an exodus of no small proportions 
toward the south, and Georgia is getting 
her share of the new comers. 

That many parts of the state will be 
populated by tmmigrants during the next 
few months there seems to be no doubt. 

To ascertain the status of the situation 
and the prospects, The Evening Constitu- 
tion has secured and presents below an 
interview with ex-Governor William J. 
Northen, who is at the head of the Geor- 
gia Immigration and Investment Bureau, 
and who is interested in immigration work 
probably more than any man in the state. 


What Governor Northen Says. 


In answer to questions Governor Northen 
said: 

‘“‘My business, {In many particulars, has 
been quite satisfactory, though I have not 
accomplished ali I had hoped would fol- 
low the promises of restored and improved 
financial conditions. a 

“From some such cause I have just lost 
the sale of a large body of land, something 
more than 13,000 acres, upon which I had 
reason to believe the deal was prac¢gcaliy 
closed. I had entered into all the uetails 
of arrangement, and discussed and agréed 
upon all the plans of development, with 
the prospective purchasers, so that I was 
promising myself great good to the state, 
in that my plans for village farms were 
highly indorsed by the parties proposing 
to buy. These parties had thoroughly in- 
spected the land, and we had gone so far 
as to select several locations for suth vil- 
lage settlements, and entered upon many 
of the details of arrangement. 

“Tt was, however, unexpectedly informed, 
just a few days ago; by Messrs. Townsend 
& Howser, my Chicago associates, who had 
worked up this sale, that the deal was sud- 
denly called off, and that our trade had 
finally failed. How much of this is to be at- 
tributed to recent financial conditions of 
the west, I am not able to say. I am quite 
assured, however, if business confidence 
could ever be restored, and business con- 
ditions made normal, we would soon get 
all the good people into Georgia we ‘need. 
This opinion is base? not simply upon my 
personai observation, but from a large 
number of letters I receive from my repre- 
sentatives throughout the western and 
eastern states.. 


How the People Are Secured. 


‘Townsend & Howser, my Chicago repre- 
sentatives; are active, energetic, hustling 
young men, and they have collected quite 
a lot of good people, who were awaiting 
the purchase of the property we recently 
had in hand, and who stood ready, at once, 
to make settlement in the state.” 

‘Will you now lose these people from the 
state?’’ 

“I cannot hope to settle them just now, 
as I have no place so well prepared for 
them. We will, however, bring them later. 
I have three localities in view, for such 
plan of village farms as I have alludeé te, 
but neither of these places are sufficien‘ly 
advanced in preparation for location and 
settlement, and we must delay some little 
time for this purpose.”’ 


“ “Would you mind saying where you will 


finally locate these people?” 

“That must depend largely upon their 
own selection. The lands originally selected 
were upon the Southern System, below Ma- 
con. I now have others that can be made 
equally well adapted to their purposes. One 
of these lies upon the Georgia road, one 
upon the Atlanta and West Point, and the 
other upon the Central.” 

“My plans are to be again further de- 
layed, in that the lands must now be paid 
for by the settlers themselves, whereas in 
the original sale contemplated, the entire 
lands were to be purchased by gentlemen 
of large means, who contemplated more 
indulgence to individual settlers than our 
Georgia land owners can afford to grant. 
These negotiations, however, I hope to be 
able to meet.’’ 


Many Want To Come South. 


“Do you find many people wanting to 
come south? 

“Very large numbers. I have many let- 
ters making inquiries about the state, and 
asking for literature. Almost every man 
adds that many of his neighbors would 
come to Georgia, if the conditions here are 
found to suit them, and they were able to 
realize upon their ho.dings. 

“You must understand that farmers at 
tho west,. and indeed, farmers at the east 
as well, have suffered from a series of 
crop failures, and that they have not been 
able to realize the value of their products, 
and have found but limited market for 
what little they could spare. Not many of 
tlfém, therefore, are in position to make 
purchases of land at the south until busi- 
ness gets better.”

I go as far 
to the northwest as Grand Forks, N. D.. 
FPuren and Yankton. & D.. and Council 
Bluffs, Ia. I cover the territory between 
these places at all desirable poirts. Mast 
of these people keep in constant corre- 
spondence with me, and thev are advertis- 
ing the state thoroughly. The results of 
thelr work, I am sure, will bring many 
people to the state, if the tnceoming ad- 
ministration will do what has been prom- 
ised the people. Crop failures consequent 
upon drought and bot winds. tomether with 
excecesiva winter climate and low prices for 
yroducts, will drive multitudes of people 
from the western states tnto the south, 
whenever they are enabled to obtain the 
money to buy land.” | , 
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A Georgian May Be United States 
Pension Agent. 


PLACE PAYS $4000 A YEAR 
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Office Can Go to Any One of Thirteen 
States, but Has Always Been Held 
by an East TennesSeean—The Stir 
That Hoke Smith Caused—Georgia 
Clerks Are There—Something of 
the Office and Its Work. 


There is a federal office in Knoxville 
which some good Georgian is as much en- 
titled to hold as a Tennesseean. 

It is the office of United States pension | 
agent for thirteen states, which includes 


every state in the south. 

Although the office {tself cannot be re- 
moved the agent can co:ne from either 
of the thirteen states which are embraced 
in the payroll. It has been the history of 
the office from time immemerial that it has 
been held by an East Tennesseean, /and 
generally one from the second congression- 
al district, in which Knoxville is located. 

At the present time there are something 
like a half dozen applicants for the posl- 
tion, all of whom wish to succeed Major 
Daniel A. Carpenter, the incumbent. 

The office is worth something like $4,000 
a year, and about $1,800,000 1§ paid out in 
pensions quarterly to the residents in the 
states which are covered by the office. 

A large number of these payments go to 
East Tennesseeans, many of them come to 
Georgia and others to all parts of the 
south. They are for services, in the late 
civil war, in the Mexican and Indian wars, 
while on the rolls will be found the names 
of the widows of three revolutionary sol- 
diers. 

While the office has been held by «n East 
Tennessee agent nearly all the time, the 
majority of the clerks have also been East 
Tennesseeans, they having been selected by 
the agent after his appointment and the 
names presented to the secretary of the 
interior for confirmation, and it was not 
until the appointment of Hoke Smith, of 
Atlanta, to a cabinet portfolio that the 
precedent regarding the clerks was broken. 

One day about a year ago Major Carpen- 
ter received a communication from the 
secretary of the inhterior asking him for 
a list of all tiie clerks in his office. The 
list was promptly forwarded to Washinc- 
ton and in a few days was returned with 
the blue pencil drawn across the names 
of four of the clerks. A letter of explana- 
tion followed saying that four Georgians 
had been selected te ‘fill these places and 
to install them in office when they arrived 
in Knoxville. 

This caused:a protest to go up from the 
newspapers of Tennessee regarding the act 
of the secretary, but it was to no avail 
and the gentlemen named by Mr. Smith 
were inducted into office when they a:zrived 
at Knoxville. 

They were William McKinley Cobb, of 
Athens, a brother of fhomas R. R. Cobb, 
of this city; John A. Rarnes, of Augusta, 
the representative of Richmond county in 
the legislature two years ago; Frank Cren- 


shaw, of Griffin and W. D. Williams, of | 


Atlanta. 

They were given positions in the office 
and made good clerks. 

Messrs. Cobb and Barnes have since 
been transferred to Washington, where Mr. 
Cobb 1s now private secretary to the secre- 
tary of the interior. 

The office is now under the civil service 
rules and changes cannot take place unless 
charges of inefficiency are made against 
the clerks. 

There are many Georgians who will be 
after federal patronage from Major Mc- 
Kinley as soon as his inauguration takes 
place, and it would not Be surprising if this 
office is captured in fis state.

Investigation Shows Why He Has 
Never Been Arraigned. 
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A UNITED STATES WARRANT 


Charged with Violating the Postal 
Laws—Prefers Fulton County Jail 
to Ohio Penitentiary—Heavy Ex- 
pense on the State for His Keeping! 


The Rheubottom Anystery is now solved. 

The strange action of the ‘‘silent prison- 
er’ at Fulton county jail is accounted for. 

It’s a case of out of the frying pan into 
the fire. If he is dismissed on the charge 
of cheating and swindling he will be im- 
mediately arrested by a deputy marshal of 
the United States, charged with violating 
the postal laws. 

If he is sentenced to the state camps, 
it will be only for a few years. When 
his term expires a representative of the 
United States will’ be on hand to again 
conduct him to prison, and a long term 
in the United States penitentiary awaits 
him. 

Rheubottom, then, is aware of the fact 
that if he lets his case come before the 
state court it: matters not what the deci- 
sion is, he seals his future fate. It seems 
that the silent prisoner of Fulton county 
jail prefers to spend the rest of his days 
there, than to be the prisoner of “Uncle 
Sam” for a stated number of years. 

H. E. Rheubottom has been confined in 
the county jail for fourteen months, Dur- 
ing this time he has never been heard to 
grumble about his imprisonment. The oth- 
er prisoners at the jail have given him 
the title of the “Silent Prisoner.’’ 


A Repeated efforts have been made to have 


the case tried and a decision rendered. It 
has been placed on the docket three or 
four different times. Yet it has never been 
tried. 

On each of the days set for trial a depu- 
ty United States marshal has been in the 
courtroom with a warrant in his pocket, 
awaiting the decision of the court. The 
marshal still has the warrant in his pocket. 

Rheubottom, still languishing in jail, is 
a heavy expense on the county. For four- 
teen months he has been eating from the 
jail larder and continues to eat.. The jail- 
er says that it takes about 30 cents a day 
to feed a healthy prisoner. Then for 425 
days Rheubottom has cost the state for 
board over $150. ts

Mr. Moore sends the following letter, in 
which some interesting suggestions are 
made: 


Pat Moore on Labor. 

Labor Editor Evening Constitution: If 
what you say is true, namely, that “the 
new paper will be a friend to the working 
men of the city,” then I bespeak for it a 
ccrdial welcome. Samuel Gompcrs once 
said, ‘“‘Labor bullds the palace and the 
press illuminates it; so proceed to start 
your lights. Having known vou personally 


for a number of years, I take pleasure in 


expressing the hope that your future course 
may be marked with the same consistency 
and honesty of purpose that in tho past 
has earned you the respect of the labor 
men of the city. 

As to a subject that will interest Iabor 
locally, I am sure there is no lack of ma- 
terial with which to draw upon. While 
there is much encouragement to be found 
in the present condition of labor nere, 
there is yet recom for a great deal of im- 
rrovement. 

To begin with, our metnod of organiza- 
tion lacks congeniality. I do not mean that 
our individual members are indifferent or 
unsociable; far from it: but I do say that 
in the exclusiveness of our organiza*‘fonas 
we are simply severing the cords that 
ought to bind us closer together. True, 
we have in the Atlanta Federation cf 
Trades an exeellent central body, whose 
chief function in the bringing togather cf 
delegates of all local branches. and thus 
form one strong chain with which to bind 
the orders closer. 

So far so good; but does this commingling 
that ought 
to be done along this line? Personally, I 
don’t think so. Delegates of any sort are 
not infallible, and are very often forgetful 
of their reports Dack to their respective 
‘rganizations. To remedy this by the ojfer 


of a suggestion Is the object of this letter. 


Why not have the organizations svupple- 
raent the work of the federation by setting 
apart one night each month. or each wuar- 
ter, to be designated “fraternal night,’’ 
on which occasion, say, the journeymen 
tailors, by invitation, visit the typographi- 
Let us presume that the typos 
lave gone in session half an hour earlier; 
have gone through the order of business 


‘and thrown the meeting open to the jour- 


neymen tailors having cards of membership 
and in good standing with their unton. 

It requires no suggestion of mine to poirt 
out the good that would come from such 
a meeting. The interchange of ideas, re- 
ports of progress, suggestions of consti- 
tutional amendments, proposed lezislation, 
entertainment of general organizers, woric 
of conventions and a lgundred other ques- 
tions of more than usual importance might 
be discussed with both pleasure and profit 
to all parties concerned. 

Such a movement, Mr. Editor. would, in 
my opinion, prove beneficial if it resulted 
in nothing more than eliminating this 
Peachtree exclusiveness that now pervades 
our organizations, and I trust it will be my 
pleasure to see the experiment tried at an 
early dite.

The town of Sycamore is so named from 
an aged sycamore tree that grows in the 
midst thereof and the fowls of the air have 
found shelter in.its branches for more 
than half a century. The town belonged, 
originally, to Captain Henderson. 

When he was a young man his future 
father-in-iaw lived noc far away and the 
young lady who afterwards became Mrs. 
Henderson occasionally visited the Hender- 
sons. On one occasion she paid them a 
visit and, as the custom in that country In 
the pioneer days, she rode horseback. 

She used as a riding whip a sycamore 
switch and after she had gone young Hen- 
derson picked it up where she had dropped 
it and stuck it down in the soft soil. 


Much to his surprise and delight the 
switch took root and soon put forth green 
buds. He took care to protect it from the 
hogs and cattle and in a few years it had 
grewn to be a considerable tree. 

From that day till this it has been a 
landmark for miles around, When the 
government located a star route postoffice 
there it was known as Sycamore. When 
the Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
was built through there the town retained 
its name, 

Both Captain and Mrs. Henderson are 
growing old now, for it has been nearly 
fifty years since they set up housekveping 
at the old homestead. They have seen peo- 
ple come and go and many familiar faces 
have passed into the shadow land, but the 
old sycamore tree remains to remind them 
of the romance of their earlier days. 

The old tree always appealed to me. I 
have séen it before the flying cinders from 
the rushing locomotive disfigured the 
sheeny brightness of its green leaves. 

I sat under its shade one day in the long

held conversation with a number of pris- 
oners. We found the sleeping apartments 
in excellent condition, everything being 
clean, neat and orderly. Mach bed was 
turnished with sufiicient blankets tor the 
most severe weather. The rooms were well 
heated by five or six large stoves. « 

The hospital was. found in a most excel- 
lent condition, weil warmed, clean and the 
inmates all report good treatment and nu- 
tritious food. There were only seven pa- 
tients in the hospital and two of these were 
sent from another camp for treatment. 

In talking with the convicts, they all 
spoke of the kind treatment received from 
the superintendent, Mr. Casey. As to cloihes 
they all appeared to be provided with suit 
clent ‘clothing to protect them from the 
most severe weather. There are in all 237 
prisoners. 

We feel it due to the management of the 
camp that attention be called to the ex- 
cecllent treatment they are receiving from 
Captain English and his associates. We 
found two prisoners, boys, who are receiv- 
ing instructions from Mr. Stanley along 
educational lines. Mr. Stanley was teach- 
ing them the simple rudiments of arithme- 
tic, spelling and writing. 


REFORMATORY. 


Your committee cannot but forcibly ex- 
press themselves as to the great need of 
a reformatory in Georgia and would urge 
that some action be taken by the state 
legislature looking to the establishme:t of 
a reformatory. We saw boys of tender age 
at the convict camps, who, if placed in a 
reformatory with the proper influence 
thrown around them, would turn out as 
good men, but as it is now, they are in 
constant association with the most har- 
dencd criminals and the influence cannot 
be but the very worst. 


° COUNTY JAIL. 


We visited the jail in a body and found 
everything as satisfactory as present quar- 
ters would allow. 


PENSIONERS. 


Our examination of the various pension 
rolls satisfied us that all parties receiv- 
ing pensions were just entitled to the 
same.

Atlanta has eight patriotic council mem- 
bers. They will serve the city this year at 
a salary of just one-half that received by 
the other mémbers of the body. 

Aldermen Rice and Mitchell and Council-

they do for the city government, while sit- 
ting with them are the following council 
members who get just double that amount:

The reason of this discrimination is that 
the act of the legislature, which was rec- 
ommended by the council and the mayor, 
reduced, thereafter, the pay of all mem- 
bers of the council to $300 a year. The law 
could not be retroactive, therefore could 
not affect the salaries of the members of 
council elected before the statute was 
enacted.

Several Important Cases Disposed 
of There Today. 


JUDGE NEWMAN PRESIDING 


Case Against Marietta and North 
Georgia Railroad Company Dismiss- 
ed—Anderson Goes Frse—Wheeler 
Scudder Case Is Dismissed—Other 


Court News. 


This morning in chambers Judge New- 
man dismissed the mandamus against the 
Marietta and North Georgia Railway Com- 
pany. The proceedings were begun some 
time ago and were brought because the 
road had not made the annual report to the 
interstate commerce commission as is re- 
quired by the law. 

In the dismissal it was stated that the 
evidence showed that the road had passed 
into the hands of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Railway Company and that 
they had made the report as is required by 
the law. The order was signed ameng the 
first papers. 

The mandamus proceedings against the 
Northeastern Railroad of Georgia was also 
dismissed and the answer and demurrer 
which had been filed was sustained. In the 
demurrer it was set forth by the respon: 
dents that the notice of the preceedings 
had been served on J. S. Crews as auditor 
of the road after he had ceased to act in 
that capacity and after the present les- 
sees, Ed A. Richards & Co., had come into 
possession. 

The respondents also stated that they 
had come into possession of the Toad on 
June 1, 1896, and that they had nothing to 
do with what had happened previous to 
that time. The respondents stated that 
they are not “carriers subject to the pro- 
visions of the act to regulate commerce.” 
They stated that no copy of the order had 
been served on them and asked that the 
court sustain the Gemurrer. This was done 
this morning. 

Refctred to the Master. 

The case of the Third National bank, of 
Philadelphia, against the Marietta end 
North Georgia Railway Company, which 
has for some time been pending in the 
United States court, which was set for the 
first ‘case this morning, was referred to 
Special Master B. H. Hill, by JudguNew- 
man on motion of the plaintiff. 

Ancerson Case Nolle Prossed. 

The case against Bob Anderson, who waa 
charged with conspiracy, was nolle prossed 


"this morning in chambers, on motion of the 


district attorney. In the motion he set 
forth that Anderson had alwsys borne a 
f00d reputation and that the evidence 
against him was doubtful and incomplete 
and that only one man could be found 
who would, testify against him and that 
that man was an accomplice in the crime. 
Taking all of these things into considera- 
tion he entered a nolle prosequi in the case 
which was sustained by Judge Newman. 

Anderson, it will be remembered, was 
implicated in the Worley killing, which was 
one of the most famous crimes that has 
ever been committed in north Georgia. He 
escaped, but afterwards surrendered him- 
self to the authorities. His conduct has 
been good and this as much as anything 
else prompted the action of the district at- 
torney. 


Case Was Dismissed. 

On motion of the attorneys for the plain- 
tiff, Glenn, Slaton & Philips® the case 
of Hayden W. Wheeler vs. Charles Scud- 
der, et al., was dismissed by Judge New- 
man in chambers this morning. 

The case in question was for a receiv- 
ership for the jewelry firm of Athens, in 
which Scudder is interested. 

Arguing for a New Trial. 

A motion for a new trial for Harrison 
Wilson was argued before Judge New- 
man in chambers this m~’rning. Messrs. 
Peeples and Estes spoke for Wilson and 
Assistant District Attorney Rucker spoke 
against the motion. The entire morning 
was consumed in the argument and aa 
soon as the’ gentlemen finished their 
speeches court adjourned for the day. 

Wilson, it will be remembered, was im- 
Plicated and convicted several weeks ago 
for the pay which he played in the Me- 
Afee shooting. He was convicted along with 
the rest, but his attorneys claim that they 
have newly discovered evidence and there- 
fore made the motion. Judge Newman will 
announce his decision in a few dags.

VERY USEFUL 
IN WAR TIMES 


Successful Experiments With the 
Man-Lifting Kite, 


THIS COUNTRY’S FIRST TIME 


Lieutenant Wise Allows Himself To 
Be Lifted by a Kite—He Succeeds 
in Reaching the Height of Forty- 
Two Feet Above Ground—Much Has 
Been Dene in This Line Abroad. 


. 

New York, January 23.—The utility of the 
kite in war times was tested at Governor's 
island yesterday with satisfaction. Lieu- 
tenant Hugh D. Wise, of the Ninth.Infan- 
try, who has been axperimenting for 
months, was elevated to an altitude of 


forty-two feet and swept the surrounding . 


country with his glass. He was assisted 
by Corporal Lewis and five other cfficers 


of the post. 

Four kites were used. They were at- 
tached to a windlass running out a half- 
inch manilla cord connected with an iron 
ring drawn up fifty feet above the ground. 
From the ring the kites ran up on two one- 
inch cords. Two kites, one above the 
other, were attached to each of the latter 
cords. To the ring was also attached a 
tackle and block running a heavy rope to 
the ground. 

On this rope Lieutenant Wise was pulled 
into the air by two of the officers. At the 
time the estimated pulling force of the 
kites was 400 pounds. The -wind was blow- 
ing at the rate of fifteen miles per hour 
from the southwest. Lieutenant Wise 
placed himself in a seat attached to the 
tackle rope. 

At first the kites were unable to lift him 
more than twelve feet owing to the varia- 
tion of the wind. When a steady blow was 
finally on at 4 o’clock in the afternoon he 
was hauled un a little above the eaves of 
the officer’s quarters, at which the test 
was made. The distance was estimated at 
forty-two feet. He remained there for 
some time, brought his glass to bear on 
all sides and then signaled to be lowered. 
The test was repeated, and Lieutenant 
Wise expressed himsclf as highly gratified. 

The four kites used weighed sixty-iive 
pounds and their cost was calculated to be 
about $12 each. In form they were paral- 
lelopipedons, consisting of frame boxes 
braced out with wire and covered with 
strong cotton cloth. 

Lieutenant Wise is the only person in 
this country who has succeeded in accom- 
plishing this much with kites. Experiments, 
howeyer, have been successfully made in 
England and Australia. Captain H. Baden 
Powell, of the British army, was eleva:ed 
160 feet a year ago, and Lawrence Har- 
grave ascended forty feet recently in Aus- 
tralia. When seen yesterday Licu‘*enant 
Wise said: 

“Captain Powell had the use of a para- 
chute in connection with the kites in a 
short time. I think that the kite may be 
exceedingly useful. Such able persons as 
President Langley, of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution; Professor Marvin, of the weather 
bureau, and Civil Engineer Chanut, of 
Chicago, have been investigating the sub- 
ject. 1 think ultimately a kite will be per- 
fected which. will easily carry a manina 
gale which would tear a balloon into 
The portability, of these kites ccn- 
tributes. to their -usefulness. They will, 
however, always labor under the disad- 
vantage of requiring a strong -reeze. My 
kites are a modification of the Hargrave 
invention. I attribute my sauccess to hard 
work and study. I have never made any 
experiments without working the theory 
out beforehand. I had a great deal of bad 
luck, and the number of kites brok2n, zcnd 
the work was sometimes very ciscouraging. 
I have now, altogether, about sixty kites of 
various sizes and forms.”
